“Henry Crawford,” said ap executive offi- 
cer of the company to the reporter, “ was the 
solicitor of this corporation until about sixty 
days ago, when his connection herewith was 
severed in consequence of a difference of 
opinion and a controversy. between him and 
the President of the company. The cause of 
this difference and controversy lay in the fact 
that Mr. Crawford had had a railway—the 
Indiana Midland—which he desired to unload 
on this company at an excessive valuation. It 
may safely be said that had the management 
of this company consented to take that road 
at such a valuation the present suit would 
never have been brought. Mr. Crawford does 
not personally appear in these proceedings, 
but that he is behind them and inspires them 
does not admit of doubt.” 

The Charges Made, 

In the complaint Mr. Alley brings against 
the Monon managenient he says the directors 
have illegally and fraudulently attempted to 
bind the Monon to lease and operate when 
constructed certain lines of railroads as yet 
merely projected, and have guaranteed the 
interest on the bonds of the new roads to the 
extent of $25,000 a mile. The inference is that 
some one was to profit by this proceeding, 
Additonal fixed charges were thus contracted 
for amounting in all to $150,000 a year, al- 
though the board had no quorum when 
the contracts were made. The documents 
themselves, it is averred, were pledged 
by President Breyfogle and certain of the di- 
rectors prior to October, 1890, and Oct. 29 of 
that year a bogus stockholders’ meeting was 
held to approve them. No legal notice was 
given ofthis meeting, but nevertheless those 
attending it went ahead and approved con- 
tracts with a road known as the Fort Wayne, 
Terre Haute and Southwestern railway. It is 
stated as a belief that Dr. Breyfogle was ne- 
gotiatmg with “Napoleon of flnance 
Henry S. Ives, who wanted to sell the Monon. 
a road belonging to him at a big figure. 

The complaint then goes on to say that at 
the close of 1890 the company had no money 
and was unable to pay its interest charges of 
$90,000 due Jan. 1, 1891, Before they fell due 
it went to a financial institution in New York 
to borrow the money.

subjected for the last few days resulted today 
in the closing of the bank’s doors. The raid 
of the depositors began last Thursday , when 
a discharged employé of the institution gave 
out information that the company’s affairs 
were in a crooked shape. Since that time 
more than $1,500,000 has been drawn out of 
the bank by its frightened‘ patrons. Banking 
Superintendent Preston has been for several 
days examining the affairs of the company, 
and various rumors have gained circulation as 
to his discoveries. Today the scene at the 
bank wasas quiet and unsensational as at any 
banking institutyon. The rush of the de- 
positors had apparently had its back broken. 
At 11:20 o’clock the first. intimation came 
that the bank had failed. A man was 
standmg at the paying teller’s window with a 
check in his hand which he was-about to pre- 
sent for payment. The teller had been beck- 
oned to an adjoining desk, where two of the 
company’s officers were in earnest consulta- 
tion with Mr. Preston. The teller returned to 
the customer and said calmly, as he returned 
the proffered check: I am sorry, but you are 
too late, The bank has just suspended pay- 
ment. . 

The man stated to an outsider a few min- 
utes later that his refused check was for$8,000. 
Mr. Preston was seen just before the doors 
were shut and in reply to questions said: 
„The company has closed its doors voluntari- 
ly. I did not close them or order them closed. 
They were unable to meet a large draft from 
an out-of-town bank.“ 

This evening Bank Examiner Preston made 
a verbal statement as follows: 

“The closing of the bank was brought 
about by the demands upon it this morning, 
unexpected demands, by certain savi 
banks. The amount which it was asked 
pay was between $200,000 $300,000. The 
company had not this amount, and while the 
officers were discussmmg what had better be 
done I came here and ascertained the condi- 
tion of things. When I learned that the de- 
mandscould not be met I took possession, 
and since I have been endeavoring to learn 
the amounts of assets and liabilities. 

“When the business of the bank ceased 
Friday the assets were $2,168,088. This state- 
ment was arrived at after making certain de- 
ductions on the bonds and collateral held b 
the institution. The amount loaned on co 
laterals was $2,132,450. The value of the col- 
laterals as we have figured it out is $1,513,337. 
Feb. 13 there was nearly $300,000 in the bank. 
This has since been reduced of course. 
The liabilities amount to W 
and I have itemized them the 
report which I furnished in court today. The 
apparent defficiency is $656,789. : 

Since the company closed the doors today 
I have been wai upon by influential men, 
and I have strong reasons to believe that it is 
possible that certain securities which I have 
estimated at a low figure may be paid tomor- 
row in full. If this is done we will have re- 
duced the deficiency to $475,000. I believe 
then the remainder will be made good by the 
stockholders, and the institution may be 
placed on its feet agaiu.”’

THE MILL BOSSES AND THEIR SENATO- 
IAI VICTIMS, 

In his personal explanation, made ten days 
ago, giving the reasons for his course regard- 
ing the National Election bill and the closure 
resolution, Mr. Ingalls said: Those leaders 
who have conducted the most powerful polit- 
ical organization in American history to the 
most stupendous and overwhelming disaster 
recorded in its annals should be able to forgive 
those who doubt the infallibility of their judg- 
ment.” Itis notin accordance with Senato- 
rial proprieties to name names or Mr. Ingalls 
would have mentioned those leaders—McKin- 
ley, Gear, Burrows, La Follette, Aldrich, Sher- 
man, and Allison. And, enlarging on his 
theme, he would have pointed out the Seats 
now held by Republicans which have been 
turned over to Democrats because their pres- 
ent holders voted for the McKinley bill, with 
its increased duties on clothing, which take 
from every family the cost of tnree barrels of 
flour a year, and ite increased duties on tin- 
plate, glass, linen, and other commodities, 
which take two barrels a year more, making 
five in all.

BUILDING SEWERS BY SPECIAL ASSEss- 
MENT 


The Council passed last summer an ordi- 
nance for the construction by special assess- 
ment of a seven-foot sewer on Belmont ave- 
nue from Milwaukee avenue to the North 
Branch, a distance of two miles. As it will 
drain the land for half a mile on either side, 
and for nearly two miles west of Milwaukee 
avenue, the cost of the work was spread over 
this entire area, the assessment per lot de- 
creasing with the distance from the great 
main sewer, into which the laterals to be 
built hereafter will empty. 

Some of the property-owners have filed in 
the County Court objections to the assessment, 
and the case is now on hearing there. The 
complaints are partially because of alleged un- 
equal and unjust distribution of benefits, 
but the chief one goes to the validity of the 
ordinance itself, it being claimed that the only 
legal way of building sewers in Chicago is with 
money raised by general tax on the people not 
benefited, as was the custom in Chicago up to 
the time when Lake, Lake View, Hyde Park, 
Jefferson, and half of Cicero were annexed. 
Whatever sewers had been built in these 
towns, however, had all been constructed by 
special assessment. Two other ordinances, 
one fora big seweron Diversey avenue and 
another for a five-mile trunk sewer on Craw- 
ford avenue from North avenue to the Ogdep 
Ditch, are also before the County Court for 
confirmation, and, whatever the decision may 
be there, will be carried to the Supreme Court 
for final judgment. 

It is strange that these litigating property- 
owners do not see that they are standing in 
their own light; and that nothing could dam- 
age them more than a Supreme Court decision 
in their favor. The total cost of these three 
sewers will be just about $600,000, or as much 
as the city could by any possibility raise by 
general tax per year for sewer purposes. But 
if the city’s ability to build sewers were 
limited by that sum not one of the three big 
lines mentioned above would be appropriated 
men in other annexed wards, where shorter 
sewers were needed, would gobble all the 
money. A generation might pass before that 
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ceive no benefit therefrom, to foot the bills 
so that they may pocket the entire benefit. 
There is no reason to believe, however, that 
they will succeed in this case. The Supreme 
Court will not say that this city must keep on 
building sewers by general taxes simply be- 


cause the old city was foolish enough to do so 


in the past. The law gives the city au- 
thority to make such improvements by 
special assessment or general tax, but it does 
not say that it must adhere to whichever meth- 
od jit happened to select first forty years ago. 

It is admitted now by every one that where 
an improvement is purely local in its char- 


| acter, evidently benefitmg and increasing the 


value of certain reasonably well defined ter- 
titory, but benefiting the community 
only slightly and indirectly if at all, the 


| cost of such work should be taken out of the 


increased value given to the land thus locally 
benefited. That is fair, honest, and lawful. 
The City Council did right when, acting under 
the discretionary power given it by the 
Constitution and statutes, it abandoned 
an old method, taken up when the prin- 
ciples governing local improvements were 
not understood as well as they now 
are and persisted in only because it is so 
hard after starting out on. the wrong path to 
retrace one’s footsteps and get into the right 
one. The Supreme Court will undoubtedly 
uphold all these ordinances because they are 
legal and right and in accordance with public 
policy. 


THE DUTY OF CONGRESS. 
There are but thirteen days left of the pres- 
ent session and there are many measures of 


great importance to be acted on, but there is 


nothing as important as the completion and 
perfection of the-reciprocity plan, so that it 
may have that full measure of effectiveness 
which Mr. Blaine said it would have if his 
ideas were carried out. 

This can be done with great « ease and with- 
out taking up two hours’ time by passing a 
short bill reading substantially as follows: 

Whenever and so oftemwas the President shall be 
notified that the Government of any country pro- 
ducing and exporting sugar or molasses has 
duties or other exactions upon the agricultural 
product of the United States which in view of 
S such sugar and molasses 

unequal and unjust he shall 
have the power and it shall be his duty to re- 
quire, by proclamation to that effect, the col- 
lection of the duty (two cents a pound) on such 
sugar and eR ee e such 
country. 


To use a specific case: The lew on it stands 
provides that if Spain does not take off its pro- 
hibitory duties on American products entering 
Cuban ports by the ist of January next, the 
President shall impose a duty of one and a 
half cents per pound on hides, three cents on 
coffee, and on the average $20 per ton on 
sugar. Whatever efficiency there is in this pro- 
vision is due to the sugar only, for Cuba sends 
hardly any coffee and but few hides to the 
United States. 

But this sugar duty, which by the law as it 
stands may be reimposed next year, is only 
half the present one.’ Therefore Cuba is given 
the free run of American markets for a year, 
and if a reciprocity treaty is not negotiated 
has to pay only a half duty. It is not easy to 
move Spain under any circumstances, and this 
mild threat will be ineffectual. 

The passage of the above amendment, how- 
ever, would bring Spain to terms, for if Cuban 
sugar had to pay the present duty of two cents 
a pound, while that of all’ other sugar-produc- 


ing countries was coming in free, it would not 


be long before the production of the latter 
would be so increased as to drive Cuban sugar 
out of the American market. 

Therefore let Congress make this change in 
the law at once and putin the hands of the 
President and Secretary Blaine the means of 
securing immediately commercial advantages 
of incalculable value for the country. 


F. M. B. A. ABSURDITIES, 

The platform compiled by the F. M. B. A. 
members of the Illinois General Assembly for 
adoption by the fatmer and other industrial 
organizations of the United States is a curious 
document. It betrays dense ignorance of the 
contlitions necessary to the prosperity they 


seem to desire and gives proof of utter inabil- 


ity to grasp the first principles of the science 
of political economy. 

They ask for the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver, in complete disregard of the obvious 
fact that compliance with the demand would 
speedily drive $500,000,000 of gold out of the 
country and cut down by one-quarter the pur- 
chasing power of thedollar. They profess to 
want the National banks abolished, though 
they ought to be well aware that the farmers’ 
opposition to those banks 18 only a matter of 
sentiment and the occasion for it is dying out of 
itself. The only objection they can have to the 
National bank is to its power to issue notes. 
But those notes can always be redeemed at the 
will of the hoider, there are only about $123,- 
000, 000 of them in circulation, the volume is on 
the decrease and would speedily shrink to prac- 
tically nothing soon after the adoption of the 
pending proposition to require a deposit of 
only $1,000 from the banks. There is no profit 
on the circulation, after takmg account of the 
cost attending its issue and maintenance, and 
it is only kept in existence by the obligation 
to deposit security against it whether issued 
or not, a matter which might easily be regu- 
lated by a slight change in the law. Yet for 
the sake of this the F. M. B. A. members and 
their sympathizers are willing to strike down 
ths entire National banking system and lose 
the uniformity, safety, and convenience that 
have attended its operation for many years. 
The aggregate of their loans and discounts 
last October was $1,970,000,000, and a large 
part of this vast total was out in the shape of 
advances on the produce raised by farm- 
ers. The $4,000,000,000 worth of crops raised 
in this country each year is not sold 
by the producer directly to the consumer, nor 
can it be. The farmer sells to the buyer at 
the interior station, who, whether acting for 
himself or as agent for a commission man in 
the city, pays because he has made arrange- 
ments with a National bank for the use of the 
money. This is equally true of the West and 
South, of cotton as well as corn. Do these 
malignants ignore all this, want to 
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large proportions our National debt and the 
load of taxation to pay the accruing interest 
on it each year. If the paper were made irre- 
deemable its value would at once break down, 


as will the money now in circulation. The F. 
M. B. A. members at Springfield must be a 
precious trio of dolts not to be able to see this. 
They ought to take rank a grade below the 
three tailors of Tooley street who were held 
up to ridicule by ‘Punch for calling them- 
selves “ We, the people of England.” Ther 
have no more sense than had the countryman | 
who, dissatisfied with his condition, prayed 
Jupiter to give him a change, and found veri- 
fied the Scripture prediction, The last state 
of this man shall be worse than the first.” 
The best thing they could do would be to 
“ soak their heads, go home, and pray for 
more sense. 


THE INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT JOB. 

The International Copyright bill as amend- 
ed has passed the Senate and now goes to 
a conference committee, composed of mem- 
bers of both houses. The amendments 
made by the Senate, while they modify the 
bili m some respects, will not disturb the 
scheme of the Eastern publishers to set up a 
monopoly charge English prices for 
books. It was admitted both in the Senate 
and in the House that the bill was unreasona- 
ble and unjust, but that it was better to pass a 
bad bill than to pass none at all. The whele 
scheme is not only empirical but dishonest. 
It is McKinleyism applied to literature, mo- 
nopoly fastened upon books by rabid protec- 
tionists. Its purpose is to make a man pay a 
dollar for a book which he has been getting 
for fifty cents. It is therefore dishonest and 
purely a job in the interests of a trust monop- 
oly. If it becomes 4 law those who are re- 
sponsible for its passage will have to explain 
to their constituents, over nine-tenths of whom 
are opposed to it, their reasons for doubling 
up the prices of books. 

It adds to the dishonesty of the whole busi- 
ness that a perfectly fair, just, and reasonable 
bill-was offered by Senator Teller, which pro- 
vided for the payment to foreign authors of 
the same royalty which American authors 
now receive, and which gave them the protec- 
tion of the courts in securing their rights. 
This bill, however, was not even conceded the 
honor of examination or discussion. No an- 
swer was made to it as an argument for fair 
remuneration. It was set aside because there 
was no job in it. Had it been adopted no 
trust monopoly in books would have been 
possible. There would have been no oppor- 
‘tunity to enrich publishers at the expense 
of the people. It was not loaded with 
a job. It was not a high protective pro- 
hibitory tariff bill to throttle competition in 
selling books to the public. Consequently it 
was not wanted. Should the present bill be- 
egme a law it will not require much time to 
establish its pernicious character, to convince 
authors that they are not protected by it, and 
to confirm the apprehensions of the people 
that they will be the victims once more of the 
principle of McKinieyism applied to a house- 
hold, everyday necessity. Under such circum- 
stances they will ask some pointed questions. 
They will want to know why they are com- 
pelled by a trust monopoly to pay two or three 
dollars for a book worth one. 


Tux F. M. B. A. Solons at Springfield say 
they are for “ the adoption of a constitutional 
amendment requiring the election of Presi- 
dent and Vice-President and United States 
Senators by direct vote of the people.“ 

If Senators were chosen in that way better 
men might be secured in some instances and 
worse ones in others. Sometimes the people 
would make a wiser choice than the Legisla- 
ture; sometimes it would be the other way. 
As “election by the people means nomina- 
tion by a State convention, it is not certain 
that the best man would always be nominated. 

As to the choice of a President and Vice- 
President by the consolidated vote of the cit- 


.izens of ail the States, it looks pretty on the 


face of it, but under. existing conditions it 
will not work. The reason is that the North 
votes honestly, the South does not. If Wis- 
consin, Illinois, Iowa, Indiana, and Ohio were 
to give a Republican candidate for the Presi- 
dency a majority of 100,000 the single State of 
South Carolina, where no colored Republican 
is allowed to vote, would wipe it out and more. 
If the Republicans were to carry every North- 
ern State by a total of half a million, by hook 
or by crook Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana, 
and Texas would wipe it out and have some- 
thing left over. The Southern Democrats 
would learn by the day after election what ma- 
jority they had to beat, and they would make 
out the returns to beat if, no matter how big 
it was. At present colored men vote pretty 
generally in the border States, but with the 
extra premium on raseality offered by this F. 
M. B. A. method of election every one of 
them would be bulldozed away from the polls. 

It is useless to talk of an election by the pop- 
ular vote till the South is converted to political 
honesty. And even then the small States 
would oppose it, as it would weaken their con- 
sequence. The only feasible change is to the 
single district mode of elaction—each Con- 
greesional district choosing an elector and 
the State at large two. If the districts were 
not gerrymandered, as by the Democrats in 
Ohio, Indiana, and some other States, this 
would be a very fair method of electing a 
President, as it would give representation to a 
party which, while in a minority in a State, 
happened to be in a majority in one or more 
districts. 


It is probable that by the time this reaches 
the eyes of the readers of Taz Tru the 
Michigan University will be called upon to 
mourn the loss of another of its eminent 
professors, as dispatches from Ann Arbor re- 
port Alexander Winchell, the famous geoio- 
gist, in a dying condition.

END OF A GREAT STRIKE ABROAD. 


Complete Defeat of the Trade Unions and 
Socialists in Australia. 

New York Sun: When the great strike of 
Australian workingmen came to an end last 
November we outlined the history of the dem- 
onstration, 80 far as the facts were at that 
time attainable by telegraph. We now have 
an exhaustive and trustworthy account of the 
motives which prompted the strike, and of the 
causes of its disastrous failure, from the pen 
of an eyé-witness; Mr. H. H. Champion, one 
of the most. conspicuous friends of labor in 
Great Britain. It was Mr. Champion who 
moved the resolution which brought the Lon- 
don dock strike of 1889 to a triumphant end, 
and itso happened that he landed in Mel- 
bourne just before the outbreak of the most 
tremendous conflict between labor and cap- 
ital that has yet taken place. He does not 
hesitate to impute gross blunders to the au- 
thors and managers of the strike; indeed, he 
describes the workingmen as an army of lions 
led by asses, He is convinced that in Aus- 
tralia the trade. unions will never recover from 
the crushing defeat inflicted by the employers 
after the latter were forced to organize in 
their own defense. 

In the account of his experience at Mel- 
bourne which Mr. Champion has contributed 
to the Nineteenth Century, he confirms the im- 

ression made on the readers of Sir Charles 

ilke’s book, The Problems of Greater 
Britain,“ that mowhere in the world could 
labor enter on a test of strength with capital 
under such favorable conditions as in the Aus- 
tralian colonies, and particularly in Victoria. 
There for many years powerful trade unions 
have maintained in the towns an eight-hour 
labor day and an average daily stipend of 
from $2 to $2.50, while the agricultural and 

storal districts offered larger pay, but vain- 
y, the demand for the labor needed on: farms 
and sheep runs being cuntinually in excess of 
the supply. On the other hand the politicians 
being all controlled by the wish to gain the 
labor vote, all the coercive resources of the 
colonial and municipal Governments were 
practically at the disposal not of capital but 
of labor. These resources, however, only 
amounted to 600 policemen in a city of half a 
million inhabitants, and 400 artillerymen ih a 
country bigger than Great Britain. the 
one side, in a word, was perfect organization 
and political preponderance; on the other, an 
entire absence of organization and of the 
means of defense. Nevertheless in this ap- 
parently unequal contest the capitalists won. 

The causes of the strike were two nearly 
— ge incidents, of which the first 
was by far the more important. The fod. 
erated unions established what was called the 
“non-union wool boycott’’—that is, they 
undertook to compel shearers who were un- 
willing to join the “Shearers’ Union,” to do 
so under pressure from their eee * . 
getting the maritime unions to refuse 
or carry any bales of wool that had 100 the 
stamp of a sheep station known to be worked 
under union rules. The second incident was 
the demand of the Marine Officers’ Associa- 
tion of Melbourne for higher pay, which was 
refused, on the ground that the association 
was in alliance with the Seamen’s Union. 
Twenty-four hours later the officers left their 


‘| ship and the seamen refubed to sail with non- 


union officers. When non-union seamen were 
obtained the dock laborers refused to load or 
unload the vessels, Similar strikes took 
place in the other colonial seaports, and the 
shipping trade was paralyzed throughout Aus- 
tralia. The conflict soon extended to other 
trades. Some coal from the ships in the harbor 
of Melbourne was unloaded by non-unionists. 
Upon its arrival at the gas-works the stokers 
withdrew in a body, and for two nights the 
test difficulty was experienced in light- 
ing the streets. This was the turning point of 
the struggle. Public opinion was aroused 
against the strikers, and the Government was 
applauded for maintaining order by enrolli ing 
special constables, calling out the moun 
rifles (a species of militia ), and summoning to 
the city the small force of regular soldiers, to 
whom ball cartridges were issued. Meanwhile 
the boycott of non-union wool had caused the 
sheep-owners to form a most powerful combi- 
— commanding from the start an income 
of eno. a year and a defense fund of 
The Melbourne strike committee, finding 
that they could not bar non-union men out of 
the gas works, determined to cut off the coal 
supply, and thus stup not only the gas manu- 
facture, but all industries dependent * 
steam, includnig the gb da which 
Victoria belong to the people 2 
As the coal used in Australia comes from 
New South Wales, an international colonial 
conference was called in Sydney, the Capital 
of that colony. The first act of the confer 


ence was to order a strike of the shearers all.

$100,000,000, This of course turned all the 
sheep owners who had hitherto employed 
union shearers into deadly foes of organized 
labor. The next act of the conference was 
to order a strike of the coal miners. This 
second edict was repudiated by the men to 
whom it was ressed, and as the first, di- 
rected to the wool shearers, had proved in- 
operative, the whole attempt of the trade 
unions to coerce empluyers suddenly col-

A. Slater purchased the Honoré Block, 


at a corner of Adams and Dearborn streets, 


for $730,000. The sale of the property occu- 
pied by the retail department of Marshall 
Field & Co, also ran up near the three-quarters 
of a million mark. The Chamber of Com- 
merece Building sold for a sum equal to that 
obtained for the Major Block and the Port- 
land Block at $600,000 fall» below.

Six six-inch projectiles, three 
Holtzer and three Carpenter, were fi 
against the plate with a striking ener of 
2,988 foot tons. Twoof the Carpenter shells 
were shattered into small fragments, effecting 
only about four inches’ penetration of the 
plate. One of the Holtzer prejectiles, direct- 
ed against the center of the plate, penetrated 
meee ten inches and was badly broken up

An Imitation Calculated to Deceive the

The Mayor’s signature to the body 
of the bond was C. C. Connor, his name be- 
ing W. C. Connor, and the cancellation of the 
city seal was bungied badly. There is evidence 

to show that other counterfeits of the same 
issue are in circulation. The plate work and 
everything about the bond 2 the seal, the 
Mayor’s signature, and the abse nce of registry 
by the State Controller are ‘perfect. It is 
probable the plate was imitated, as all sample 
bonds held in the City Secretary’ s office have 
been eanceled.
